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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed 8/1 8/04 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 29-49 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to disclose a radiological imaging method comprising the steps of detecting a gamma- 
ray emitted from the test object due to the radiopharmaceutical in the test object at a 
position of the test object irradiated with the X-ray with a gamma-ray detecting section 
placed around the bed and aligned in a longitudinal direction of the bed, and moving an 
X-ray source in said longitudinal direction inside said gamma-ray detecting section, 
when the X-ray is detected, as claimed. Prior art fails to disclose a radiological imaging 
method comprising the steps of detecting the gamma-ray using a gamma-ray detecting 
section including a plurality of radiation detectors aligned substantially in parallel with 
the longitudinal direction of the bed, and irradiating the X-ray to the part of the test 
object through gaps formed on the gamma-ray detecting section, as claimed.
